Questions Unanswered On School 


Nothing new has developed in relation 
to the 17 days students have missed this 
year because of the weather. Superin­ 
tendent of Schools Don Smith said last 
night at a special meeting of the school 
board. 
Smith did say that some questions have 
been answered however, and that he had 
been told 160 school days will constitute a 
year 
instead 
of 
the

normally 
scheduled. 


Smith said the local schools project 158 
school days for this year, but possibly 
could receive state money from a bill 
that may be introduced into the state 
legislature 


He stated that although the local 
corporation may fall two days short of 
the minimum number for the year, there 
have been suggestions made to make up 
those days, and he does not anticipate 
any problems. 


Among the possibilities discussed last 
night by the board was a suggestion that 
school authorities ask all personnel to 
work some days of vacation without pay. 
It was noted that the schools were not in 
session yesterday, but Smith said in 
order to hold school on a day delegated as 
a vacation day, all personnel must be 
paid overtime for their work 
He in­ 
dicated that was the reason school was 
not held yesterday. 


The only other alternative, according 
to Smith, is to look at the remaining days 
and establish priorities. He indicated 
that although field trips and other extra­ 
curricular activities are im portant 
education tools during a regular school 
year, they m ay not be as necessary this 
year, and that perhaps emphasis should 
be placed on the classroom work Smith 
also suggested later starting times for 


athletic events, so that participants will 
not have to leave school early and miss 
class time. 
Smith added that adjustments have 
been made in some schools, and prin­ 
cipals and teachers have been co­ 
operative. 
The board's final recommendation was 
that a memo be sent to all principals 
requesting them to cut back on all ex­ 
tended extracurricular activity and use 
time more efficiently. 
Along the same lines. Smith told the 
board the 65 degree temperature is still 
being adhered to in a1) buildings and that 
tem peratures have been regulated. 
Smith also said he wanted to remind 
students to dress warmly, as the school 
temperatures will still be regulated at 65 
degrees. 


In other action at the board meeting 
last night, bids were opened for tuck 
pointing at Arlington and Manilla 
schools. The board also voted to open 
bids for a new gym roof, following a 
lengthy discussion of specifications 
drawn up by Robert Self and Mark 
Bennett. Self is the Building and Main- 
tainance Director for the schools, and 
Bennett represents Trimco, a roofing 
firm 


A motion was made and passed 
unanimously to accept a

Weatherseal for the replacement of 77 
windows and 7 half screens Weatherseal 
was the only bidder for the work, and Self 
said he felt the bid was constant with 
work done in the past.

this y ear’s election of 
chairmen, 
the 
possibility of a serious revolt appears rem ote. 
There w as great rejoicing two years ago when Senate 
Democrats adopted a new rule under which they would 
vote for com m ittee chairm en by secret ballot. 
It was considered a rem arkable breakthrough at the 
time. Senators could for the first time vote against a 
committee chairm an without fear of retaliation. 
Rule 24 went into effect this -year w hen Democrats 
gathered behind closed doors and decided to have a vote 
— by secret ballot — on each and every one of the 
chairmen. 
No one expected a chairm an to fall. 
Even Com m on Cause, the liberal citizens lobby, only 
wanted to send a “ m e ssag e” to C hairm an Russell B. 
Long of the Finance Com m ittee with a show of protest 
votes. 
As it turned out, the protest was so w eak that even 
Long said, 
“ I thought Common Cause 
had more 
influence than that, frankly.” 
With 50 of the 62 D em ocrats show ing up. Long won 42- 
6. as did Appropriations Committee Chairm an John L. 
McClellan, D-Ark. There w ere scattered votes against 
almost all the others. 
But it was the following d ay that Byrd pointedly made 
it clear the secret ballot isn't really as foolproof as it 
seems. 
Bvrd told 
his colleagues that unless Rule 24 is 
amended or repealed, it is the Senate — not the 
Democratic caucus — which elects chairm en. And there 
is no secret ballot in the Senate. 
As an illustration of the difficulty Rule 24 poses, 
assume that the Democrats had dumped Long, 30-20, 
and a second vote, which has to come within 48 hours, 
produced the sam e result. 
That would have meant that Long was out as far as 
the D em ocrats were concerned and they would have 
nominated another chairm an. 
But it would not have prevented Long from lining 
up his 20 D em ocrats and going to the Senate floor in an 
effort to forge a winning m argin with the help of the 
Republicans. 
And if Long could forge such a coalition — perhaps 
because Republicans feared a more liberal chairm an, or 
out of personal friendship, or from chits due — the 30 
Democrats would have to go on record against him. 
To underline the point he w as making, B yrd called for 
a rollcall vote on Long’s nomination as chairm an. He 
won, 60-0. 
Because the Democrats had voted in secret, it was 
uncertain how m any of the six took part in the roll call 
but it is believed at least som e of them w ere there. 
The flaw in the procedure is absent in the House. 
There, the Dem ocratic caucus selects its chairm an by 
secret ballot A chairm an deposed by the caucus cannot 
go to the House and have himself nominated in 
opposition. 
That s why the House Dem ocratic caucus, without 
fear of retaliation or without going public, dumped 
Chairmen E d w ard Hebert, VV.

Allergic Reaction to Cold W eather 


Is it possible to be allergic to 
cold weather? There are times, 
when it is cold out, that I cough 
aud sueeze and have symptoms 
of a cold and yet I know by 
experience that this is an 
allergic spell that will last about 
twelve hours. — Mrs. T.Y., 
Mont. 


Dear Mr. Y.: 
It is most certainly possible. 
A 
great many 
people also 
develop itchy, giant hives when 
exposed to extremes of heat or 
cold. Some doctors believe that 
it is the sudden change from one 
temperature to another that 
may be responsible. 


When one has learned by past 
experience that extreme cold 
can cause such reactions one 
must simply try to avoid ex­ 
posure to the weather. 


Tile antihistamine or anti- 
allergy drugs seem to be ef­ 
fective and can 
reduce the 
severity of these reactions. 


It should be remembered that 
antihistamine drugs, in order to 
be most beneficial, should be 
taken consistently 
and at 
regular intervals so that a 
concentration of antihistamines 
is built up in the body. 


Taking an anti-allergy pill 
just occasionally rarely is ef­ 
fective. The length of time that 
these drugs are taken depends, 
of course, on the advice of the 
doctor.

I had an attack of jaundice 
three months ago. Is this a 
condition that tends to come 
back time and again? — Mr. 
N.N..L.A. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
Jaundice is a symptom, not a 
disease. It is a discoloration of 
the skin and of the conjunctiva, 
the thin membrane that covers 
the eye. .The yellowish color is 
due to an excess accumulation 
of bile pigments in the blood. 
The liver is a chemical fac­ 
tory that manufactures and 
excretes bile pigments. When 
there is any interference with 
the function of the liver, or if 
there is an obstruction of the 
free flow of bile from the liver 
into the intestines, the back-up 
of bile causes jaundice. 
When there is an obstruction 
in the gall bladder, or when 
stones block up the ducts from 
the gall bladder, jaundice will 
follow. 
The exact cause of your 
jaundice must, of course, have 
been investigated. There are 
now many intricate chemical 
and biological tests that quickly 
and definitively pinpoint the 
exact reason for jaundice. 
Once the cause is established 
and eliminated, there is no 
reason why you should expect 
that the jaundice will return.

sons the involved agencies deem capable of 
making substantial contributions to the fair 
resolution of such issues as rulemaking, rate- 
setting or licensing. A key criteria for such 
awards would be that the private citizens or 
citiznes’ group show that without such aid, 
participation in the government proceeding 
would be impossible. 
I think it is clear that we can never hope to 
free agencies from an inevitably industry- 
oriented perspective unless we provide for the 
regular presentation of the public’s views in 
everyday agency decision-making. 
It is unconscionable that in a democracy, 
government is denied the benefit of the 
public’s views because citizens cannot afford, 
in time or money, the costs of participating in 
such crucial decisions as the prices we pay for 
farm products, where highways are built, or 
whether nuclear power-facilities are to be 
built in our communities. 
Without the type of government assistance 
provided for in this bill, a private citizen 
cannot hope to compete for equal influence 
with the high-powered resources of a major 
corporation. And when citizen input is lacking 
in the public hearing process, government 
eventually finds itself making decisions in a 
vacuum. 
If we are really to bring the unrepresented 
public directly and completely into vital 
governmental proceedings, then I believe it is 
to everyone’s advantage for government to 
shoulder some of that cost.

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New Home 
Income Tax Pointers

Preparing a tax return each year is a 
basic responsibility that most taxpayers 
face. W hile this is an im portant respon­ 
sibility, 
it 
need not be 
awesome or 
frightening 
especially if you know what 
you're doing and approach things in an 
orderly fashion. 
For exam ple, right from the start, it’s 
essential that you have the necessary tax 
forms and schedules on hand, 
lf you 
filed a retu rn last year. then the IRS 
sent you a tax package In the m ail con­ 
taining not only tax forms and schedules 
you’ll 
probably need, 
but 
also 
some 
valuable instructions Tax form s and in­ 
structions are also available from IRS 
offices and 
at many banks and local 
Postal Serv ice stations This leads to the 
next step 
Read the instructions They can not 
only save you time as well as effort, but 
also, in som e cases, money because you 
may becom e aware of a deduction or 
exemption to which you are entitled 
This year it’s especially im portant to 
read the instructions because they cover 
tax law changes that can affect your 
taxes, such as the general tax and earned 
income credits, and credit for the elderly, 
among oth er areas. 
And if your taxable income is not over 
S20.000, a new tax table enables you to 
determine your tax at a glance, without 
making the calculations required by the 
tax rate schedules 
You m ust use the 
tax table if your taxable income is not 
over $20,000, whether you item ize de­ 
ductions or use the standard deduction. 
By the way, when preparing your tax 
return, m ake sure that you are in shape 
to do a good job Don’t pick a day when 
you are not too alert or not feeling well. 
It s also im portant to make sure you are 
in 
the 
proper 
surroundings 
a 
well- 
lighted and ventilated room, no distrac­ 
tions 
and that you have the necessary 
supplies on hand—scratch paper, pens, 
pencils, a pocket calculator, if necessary. 
Speaking of supplies, you can hardly 
expect to prepare a return w ithout rec­ 
ords such as Form s W-2 received from 
employers and 1099 forms issued by sav­ 
ings and loans, banks, and other finan­ 
cial institutions. 


If you think it might be to your ad­ 
vantage to item ize deductions, have your 
expense records on hand, such as medi- 
cal^and dental bills, real estate taxes, 
State incom e tax, ^fiome m ortgage in­ 
terest, and charitaljle contributions. 
It 
would pay you to double check the in­ 
structions to find out just what types of 
expenses you can deduct. 


W hen preparing your return, make 
sure you use the m ailing label on the 
form s sent out by the IRS. Correct any 
nam e or address changes right on the 
label. Using the label can help to avoid 
errors and also speed processing for the 
IR S and delivery of any refund due you. 
A s you proceed to prepare your re­ 
tu rn , it makes good sense to have the 
instructions handy for ready reference. 
F or example, one im portant considera­ 
tion is whether or not to itemize. The 
instructions can help you decide. 
As you move through the return you 
will 
finally come to a point where you 
find 
out whether you owe tax or can 
expect a refund. For the taxpayer owing 
tax, attach a check or money order for 
full 
payment 
when 
filing. 
The 
check 
should be made out to “ Internal Reve­ 
nue 
Service" and it's advisable to put 
your Social 
Security 
number on 
the 
check in case it becomes detached dur­ 
ing processing. This way the money will 
be credited to your account, 
F or the taxpayer with a refund, of 
course, it’s a matter of waiting for the 
check to arrive Bear in mind- that early 
filers always get their refund's faster. * 
W hether you owe taxes dr receive a 
refund, double check your return. Go 
over all items and m ake sure they are 
correct. Double check the arithmetic and 
see to it that the return is signed—two 
signatures are required on a joint return 
Also, 
be 
certain 
you 
have 
attached 
everything—\V-2’s from all your jobs, 
schedules, "and a check if there is a tax 
liability. 
Finally, after double checking every­ 
thing, the wise taxpayer mails his or her 
retu rn in the preaddressed coded en­ 
velope provided by the IRS and found 
in the tax package This also speeds up 
processing of your return. Remember to 
affix the proper postage to the envelope 
O therw ise the return will be sent back 
to you. 
lf you move after filing your return 
and are expecting a refund, you should 
notify both the post office serving your 
old address and the service center where 
you filed the return of the change in ad­ 
dress. Here again, be sure to include 
your Social Security num ber on any cor­ 
respondence with the IRS. 
T h a t’s basically how to prepare your 
re tu rn —of course, everyone does it a 
bit 
differently. 
The 
im portant 
point, 
how ever, is that you prepare your re­ 
turn in an orderly way and know what 
you’re doing. While 
perhaps not the 
m ost pleasant of tasks, the annual ritual 
of preparing a tax retu rn need not be 
overwhelming.

Seed Storage 
Developed 


LOS ALTOS, Calif. (UPI) — 
A seed storage specialist at the 
University of California, Davis, 
has developed a better way to 
prolong the 
life of leftover 
garden seeds at home. 
He puts them in canning jars 
with two heaping tablespoons of 
fresh 
powdered 
dry 
milk 
wrapped in four thicknesses of 
facial tissues and secured with 
a rubber band or tape. The 
tissue keeps 
the milk 
from 
sifting out and prevents the 
seed packets from touching the 
moist dessicant. 
The method was developed at 
the request of the National 
Garden Bureau here. A bureau 
spokesman w arns that the jar 
m ust be tightly sealed with lid 
and rubber ring 
to exclude 
moist air and refrigerated. The 
bureau also says seeds stored 
this way should be used as 
promptly as possible, and the 
jar kept open as short a time 
as possible when you remove 
the seed packets. The milk 
packets should be replaced with 
fresh oflce or*twice a year. 
Jam es H arrington, who de\^- 
loped the storage method, says 
the milk should be from* a just- 
opened container to guarantee 
dryness.
